COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Home and Mitchell Memorial Hospital, Clerk of the Supe- 
rior Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm 
Physician, and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 
1946. 

Unpredictable activities respecting the Superior Court, 
Medical Referee, County Home, Boarded’ Children and 
Maintenance of County Buildings, offset the underspend- 
ings in certain other accounts such as Direct Relief and 
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Old Age Assistance with result that respecting the entire 
budget for 1946 was underspent the net sum of $380.50. 

The Direct Relief account of $45,000.00 was used only io 
a total of $37,076.88, but the situation since Fall of 1946 is 
not encouraging as the employment field since then and 
as of this writing is quite inactive. Numerous families in 
Portsmouth particularly are settled in rents, but now being 
laid off at the Navy .Yard and unemployed fear to move 
away as rents elsewhere are so scarce, consequently heavy 
increases in Direct Relief grants have already set in, in 
that area. Unemployment Compensation (so called insur- 
ance) will in some measure be of aid but many will be 
not subject to its benefits and respecting ex-service men 
and women, as time passes, many more become no longer 
the recipients of the twenty dollars weekly from the Goy- 
ernment. 

For Board and Care of Children it was necessary to 
increase the monthly rate to $25.00. This coupled with an 
increasing number of these children plus decreasing rev- 
enues from certain parents who were in the service and 
thus able to contribute through Family Allowance caused 
an overspending for 1946 of $8,749.13. The future respect- 
ing this account is not encouraging. 

The Medical Referee account has been again very heavily 
overspent, this due to the emphasis placed by the Referee 
upon need for a greatly increased number of autopsies. 

Activities of the Superior Court have again approached 
pre-war conditions now that numerous cases involving 
returned veterans can be tried and consequently the spend- 
ings were in excess of the appropriation. 

The County Home and Mitchell Memorial Hospital have 
been operated with a small overspending despite problems, 
particularly respecting labor, that have increased rather than 
diminished throughout the year. 

Construction of the new Power Plant and Laundry begun 


in the late Fall is progressing very satisfactorily, and should 
be completed during the Spring. 
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The necessary soil pipe and fittings for completing altera- 
tions at the County Jail at Portsmouth have finally been 
reported as having been shipped and when received this 
work will be completed and the Jail reopened. 

To all employees of the County, officials of the towns

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- Recommendations 


The following recommendations are made for the preser- 
vation of, and the more efficient use of the County Build- 
ings; also, in regard to appropriations. 


Portsmouth Court House: 


That part of the Court House used by the Superior Court 
is in good condition. 

It would be excellent to have twelve upholstered swivel 
chairs installed in the Court Room for the jury. The 
present chairs are in fair condition, but they should be 
replaced with the more comfortable swivel chairs. There 
are only one or two other Court Houses in the State which 
do not have similar swivel chanrs. 

It would add greatly to the comfort of all concerned, if 

a drinking fountain were installed on the second floor. 


Exeter Court House: 


The Court Room is well equipped, but there is also the 
lack of comfortable chairs for the jury. Upholstered swivel 
chairs should be installed for the jury, as was recom- 
mended for the Portsmouth Court Room. 

The interior of the building has not been painted for 
several years and it should be redecorated without delay. 

The installation of handrails on the steps of both 
entrances would be of great benefit to those who use the 
building. | 

Some “pointing up” of the brickwork on the exterior 
of the building should be done. 

As you know, the October Term of Superior Court is 
held in Exeter and the April Term in Portsmouth. After 
the Court rises (in the early part of February) in the 
October Term, the building is not used again, excepting 
for an occasional trial or hearing, until the next October 
Term. This means that the Superior Court Building is idle 
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for a period of eight months. It would be a great advan- 
tage and a great saving of expense to the county, if the 
Superior Court could be held in the same building where 
the county records are kept. This could be done by en- 
larging the present County Records Building. 

A bill has been introduced in Legislature to make women 
eligible for jury duty. If the bill passes and women are 
made eligible for jury work, new toilets will have to be 
installed in both Court Houses. This should be considered 
and provision made for in the appropriations for repairs 
and alterations to the Court Houses. 

The appropriations and expenditures for 1945 and 1946

Civil actions which decreased. during the war are begin- 
ning to show an increase since the war years. Many of 
the cases which were continued because of the war are 
now being brought forward for jury trial. 

It is recommended that the abrrepbatios for 1947 and © 
1948 be $35,000 for each year.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


a 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for 
ihe County of Rockingham: 


By one of the laws passed at the last session of the New 
Hampshire State Legislature, Rockingham County has bene- 
fitted considerably from a financial standpoint. The passing 
of this new law allows a prisoner who is bound over to 
Superior Court from a Municipal Court to waive action - 
by the Grand Jury, providing he is willing to plead guilty 
to the charges brought against him, and to have his case 
disposed of whenever it is possible to have a Superior Court 
Justice hold a session of Court in the County. During the 
past year twenty-seven prisoners availed themselves of this 
opportunity, in our County. In many cases the prisoner 
spent less than two weeks in Jail, whereas without this 
waiver, many would have had to spend from one to six 
months: in Jail. The largest number of prisoners in Jail 
at any one time were nine, whereas without this law at 
times there would have been from twenty-five to thirty, 
to be held over until our Superior Court came in for regular 
session. Your Sheriff’s Department has advised many of 
these prisoners, especially those brought in for the first time 
to avail themselves of this privilege, thereby not only saving 
themselves many days of waiting for their case to be dis- 
posed of but by being a real financial benefit to the County 
as well. The cost of the care of prisoners for the past 
year was only $4,618.93, a figure far below our estimate of 
$8,000.00 which would have been necessary without this 
new law. 

Prisoners from this County have during the past two 
years been confined by orders of two Superior Court Jus- 
tices in the Hillsborough County Jail at Manchester, this 
order to be in effect until such time as the Rockingham 
County Jail at Portsmouth could be reconditioned and 
brought up to the standards of our best Jails within the 
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State. Your County Commissioners have worked untiringly 
with me to carry out the wishes of last County Delegation 
regarding the Portsmouth Jail, however due to the scarc'ty 
of plumbing supplies it has still been impossible to complete 
this work. New toilets and wash bowls are now at the Jad. 
the soil pipe and fittings have been shipped and should be 
received and installation started before this report leaves 
the printers. With the completion of this plumbing the fail 
will have had a complete renovation even to the painting 
of the steel fence surrounding the rear part of the Jail and 
the removal of the old broken wooden fence along the drive- 
way. 

With the close of the war as previously predicted, crime 
has increased. In the first half of 1946 the Sheriff's De- 
partment investigated 279 cases, 61 more than in the first 
half of 1945. In the last half of the year there was an 
an increase of 55 cases, or an increase for the year of 116 
cases. The total number of cases investigated amounted 
to 642 cases for the year. The most serious of these was 
the Portsmouth murder case. Had this gone through to Jury 
trial the cost to the County would have been at least 
$5,000.00. By both of the prisoners pleading guilty before 
a Jury had been drawn about ninety percent of this amount 
was saved. One of the participants is now serving a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment and the other a term of three 
to seven years in a reformatory. A year ago in the annual 
County report I mentioned one of the outstanding crimes 
‘that-had been cleaned up in our County, the hold-up, rob- 
bery and shooting at Newton. 


Your Sheriff's Department can well claim the “lion’s 
share” of the credit of cleaning up this cold blooded notori- 
ous lot of gangsters. Two of these men have been recently 
sentenced to die in the electric chair in Massachusetts, a 
third is serving a sentence of from three to five years in 
the State prison at Concord, New Hampshire, and the other 
one who has been used as a State’s witness against the two 
men in Massachusetts will shortly be released and brought 


/ 
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back to our County and will receive his sentence for his 
part in this crime. The last mentioned man was trailed to 
Lewiston, Maine, picked up there and questioned by me 
for over five hours. During this questioning he admitted 
his part in the Newton hold-up and gave further informa- 
tion which enabled the Massachusetts authorities to appre- 
hend the other members of the gang for the Tex, Williams 
murder. These two men were incidently two of those con- 
nected with the Newton hold-up and one of these sentenced 
to die in Massachusetts also did the shooting at Newton. 

I am sorry to state that Juvenile crime has not decreased 
from the high Jevel of the past two years. With the war 
over and parents again having.more time to devote to their 
children, I hope that with the aid of the educational pro- 
gram that has been promoted, that there will be a decrease 
in this sort of crime during the coming year. 

It was a real pleasure to have presiding at the aie 
term of Superior Court our own Superior Court Justice, 
Stephen M. Wheeler. Much was accomplished at that 
Term. It has been a pleasure to work with Mr. Arthur. J. 
Call, Jr.,.as Clerk of Court and our County Solicitor, Mr. 
Ralph G. McCarthy, both in and out of the Courtroom, 
and I wish to publicly thank both of these officials for their 
whole hearted co-operation, at any time of day or night. 

The Rockingham County Commissioners have given a 
lot of their time and consideration for the improvement of 
our Department and I wish to assure them, that both my 
Deputies and myself do appreciate it. 


Through fuli co-operation of all law enforcement agen- 
cies the most can be accomplished. and. we wish for this 
co-operation from the smallest of our town Departments 
right up through our State Police Department. We have 
appreciated your help and support in the past and we wish 
to be able to return it to you with interest by being ever 
at your service in the year ahead. 


I also wish to thank our Municipal Court Judges, our 
efficient Probation officers, Mr. Sweeney and. Mr. Caswell, 
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Superintendent George Hilton of our County Home and 
all other County and Town officers and others who have 
been of help to us during the past year. 

To my Deputies, | wish to state that I wish to thank 
them for their willingnéss to assist me at all times and 
that through their efforts much has been accomplished by 
our Department.

2. Clothing: Spot and stain removal, dressmaking, pattern 
alteration, dress finishes, remodeling, apron kit, and gift 
suggestions. : 


3. Home Management: Time and money management, 
home furnishings, slip covers, upholstery, reseating, 
refinishing, care and sharpening of knives and setssors, 
sewing machine clinics, kitchen planning and storage, 
and family life reading. 


The local leaders conducted the projects on Summer 
Meal Planning, Dress Finishes, Spot and Stain Removal, 
 Reseating and Knife Sharpening. The goal of having at 
least one activity, in each field of food, clothing, and home 
management, taught by trained local leaders was accom- 
plished. 

The Rural Library Service had 125 readers in 37 towns. 
They circulated 526 books, a slight decrease over 1945. As 
soon as the State Library has a Bookmobile to service 
Rockingham County, this activity should be turned over 
to them. A section of non-fiction books on Family Life 
was established with 10 readers circulating 41 books. This 
accounted for 8% of the total reading. 


In 1946 many means of reaching people were tried: News 
articles, monthly circular letters, correspondence, office 
and telephone calls, fairs, exhibits, talks before other organi- 
zations, home visiting, and bulletins. Cooperation was given 
by people, newspapers, WHEB radio station, Granges, 
Women’s Clubs, Parent-Teacher organizations, schools, 
Farm Bureau, stores, utility companies, church and town 
officials, State Board of Health, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont Hospitalization Service, League of N. H. ee and 
Crafts, and others. 


To further its educational program, Home Demonstration 
Work needs and thrives on this cooperation. It is trying” 
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“to improve and promote a more satisfied family life and 
to encourage sound community development.’”” Home Dem- 
onstration Work is trying to acquaint other agencies inter- 
ested in home economics in its objectives and to become 
familiar with their objectives. It is prepared to act in an 
advisory capacity to these agencies interested in home 
economics, and to enlist their aid in furthering the county 
program, : 

To reach more homemakers -yearly, it will be necessary 
to work more with groups and leaders and less with 
individuals as in 1945. The members of the Home Demon- 
stration Advisory Council can help guide the development 
of the program. The activities are available to any club 
or group of six or more homemakers in Rockingham 
County. They can organize and hold meetings to carry on 
a project from the county program. Emphasis will be 
“learning by doing.”
